ney Samuel J.- Foley of the Bronx, 
New York City, declared there were 
"no new suspects" and that he is 
going ahead with his plans to bring 
the German machine gunner to trial 
here for extortion in connection with 
the $50,000 ransom payment by Col- 
onel Charles A. Lindbergh through 
Dr. John F. ("Jafsie") Condon, the 
intermediary. 


"Unless Attorney General Wilentz 


has something I haven't heard about 
we haven't any more reason to bring 
Hauptmann to New Jersey than we 
had lost week," Governor Moore said. 


Not In Hurry. 


Governor Moore previously had 


pointed out that New Jersey was 
not in any hurry to move against 
Hauptmann—that the man might be 
;ried and even convicted of extor- 
:lon 
in New York and that subse- 


quently New Jersey might extradite 
him for trial at any time when the 
evidence appeared to warrant such 
a step.

Noted Economists 
Urge "SoundMoney' 


(International News Service) 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 1.- — A 


warning that 
currency inflation 


threatens the United States with 
economic disaster was coupled to- 
day with an appeal for the election 
of congressional candidates pledged 
to the cause of "sound money." 


The warning and appeal were em- 


bodied in a manifesto signed by 53 
noted economists who have banded 
themselves together as the Econo- 
mist's National Committee on mone- 
tary policy. 
The statement was 


made public here through Prof. Ern- 
est Minor Patterson of the Univer- 
sity 
of 
Pennsylvania's 
Wharton 
School of Commerce. 


The 
Roosevelt 
administration's 


silver purchasing law and devalua- 
tion of the dollar, the statement 
charges, will "weaken and mutil- 
ate our currency system" and "inject 
into it provisions that will consti- 
tute . an increased danger to this 
country until removed." 


Demand Sound Money 


"The undersigned members of the 


Economists' National Committee on 
monetary policy believe it neces- 
sary for the country's welfare that, 
the next congress shall have a ma- 
jority -who, regardless 
of political 


party, stand 
unqualifiedly for a 


sound money program. Unless such 
members are elected, we believe that 
this country may be plunged into an 
orgy of currency inflation which will

In each of these there 
was a vigorous defense of the opera- 
tions, tactics.and objectives of the 
New Deal. There was, running 
through it all, a caustic answer to 
the widespread complaints that the 
government is poking its nose too 
deeply into business, industry and 
the affairs of the people generally. 


NBA, heart of the recovery pro- 


gram, which was so recently sepa- 
rated from the rule of Administra- 
tor Hugh S. Johnson, came in for 
vigorous support. At the same time, 
it was in this big unit that the pres- 
ident found things which seem to 
him unwise. 


Employer And Employe Rapped 
Both the employer and the worker 


got sharp raps on the knuckle when 
Mr. Roosevelt called for a temporary 
peace between the ever warring fac- 
tions. The president charged bluntly 
that neither has used the machinery 
set up for settling labor 
disputes 


peaceably. 


The WRA discussion brought out 


Mr. Roosevelt's doubts, and was the 
occasion, too, which the speaker took 
advantage of to give Hugh Johnson 
a verbal pat on the back as an able 
and energetic man. 


Airing his doubts, the president 


said: 
"There may be a serious question 


as to the wisdom of many of those 
devices to control production, or to 
prevent destructive 
price cutting 


which many business organizations 
have insisted were necessary, 
or 


whether effect may have been to 
prevent that volume of production 
which would make possible lower 
prices and increased employment. 


'Another serious question arises 


as to whether in fixing minimum, 
wages on the basis of an hourly or 
weekly wage we have reached into 
the heart of the problem which is to 
provide such annual earnings for the 
lowest paid worker as will meet his 
minimum needs. 


We also question the wisdom of 


extending code requirements suited 
to the great industrial centers and 
to large employers, to the great 
number of. small employers in the 
small communities." 


N. K, A. Benefits 


Back of these doubts, however, was 


the expressed conviction that NRA 
benefits have been manifold. Then 
the executive outlined the recent re- 
organization of NRA under Donald 
R. Richberg, and charted the course 
for the future. He continued: 


'We shall watch 
carefully 
the 


workings of this new machinery for 
the second phase of NRA, modifying 
it -where it needs modification and 
finally making recommendations to 
iie congress, in order that the func- 
;ions of NRA which, have proved 
iieir worth may be made apart of 
ihe permanent machinery of .the 
jovernment." 


After this, there was a defense of 


the big setup. 


"Let me call your attention," said 


the president, "to the fact that the 
national industrial recovery act gave 
Dusiness men the opportunity they 
lad sought for years to improve bus- 
iness through -what has been called 
self government in industry. 


"If the codes which have 
been 


written have been too complicated, 
if they have gone too far in such 
matters as price fixing and limita- 
tion of production, let it be remem- 
bered that so far as possible, con- 
sistent with the immediate public 
interest of this past year and the 
vital necessity of improving labor 
conditions, the representatives 
of 


trade and industry were permitted 
o write their ideas Into the codes. 


To Review Actions 


'It Is now time to review these 


actions as a whole to determine 
hrough deliberative means in the 
ight of experience . . . whether the 
uethods and policies adopted in the 
emergency have been best calculated 
o promote industrial recovery and 
a permanent general improvement 
jf business and labor conditions." 


Another vigorous defense voiced 


ly the president was for his program 
if public works, and Its close ally, 
elief, through work as a means of 
keeping the would-be worker off the 
elief rolls. He said: 
"To -those who say that our ex- 
icnditures . . . are a waste that 


culminate in disaster and in the 
improvement of the great mass of 
our people.

Asks Fair Trial 


Dealing with the labor question, 


Mr. Roosevelt in appealing for use 
of peaceable means lor settlement 
of disputes said: 


"There should be at least a full 


and fair trial given to those means 
of ending industrial warfare; . . . 
accordingly, I propose to 
confer 


within the coming month with small 
groups of those truly representative 
of large employers of labor and of 
large groups of organized labor, In 
order to seek their cooperation, in 
establishing what I may describe as 
a specific trial period of industrial 
peace." 


In addition to all these questions, 


issues and doubts, the 
president 


cited a few of what he chose to term 
general benefits of the recovery pro- 
gram. Near the conclusion of his 
speech he summed: 


"Benefits of the 
industrial 
re- 


covery program have come, not only 
to labor in the form of new jobs, hi 
relief from overwork and in relief 
from, under-pay, but also to 
the 


owners and managers of Industry 
because, together with a great in- 
crease in the payrolls, there has 
come a substantial rise in trie total 
of industrial profits, a rise from a 
deficit figure In the first quarter of 
1933 to a level of sustained profits 
within one year from the Inaugura- 
tion of the NRA."

Flan Extradition.

decision is reached with regard to 
the matter of Hauptmann's extra* 
dition. 


Later Attorney General Wilentz 


said New Jersey's plan la to extra- 
dite Hauptrrmnn. 


Hauptmann, meanwhile, was being 


closely guarded in his cell in the 
Bronx county jail. His demeanor 
was as sullen and non-communica- 
tive as when he was first arrested 
almost a fomlght ago. He still ad- 
heres to the story that the money 
found .in his garage was given to 
him for safekeeping by Isidor Flsch, 
who died last March in Germany. 


When reporters saw District At- 


torney Fbley this morning he told 
them Hauptmann 
-would not be 


brought to his office today for fur- 
ther interrogation. 


Foley said he was studying the 


legal aspects of the. case preparatory 
to bringing Hauptmann to trial for 
extortion.

package—evidently Finn's flies. 


No Comment On Identification. 
A slight commotion was caused 


when a man In clerical garb showed 
up and a photographer snapped his 
picture. 
He became annoyed and 


wanted to know what paper the pho- 
tographer represented, saying the 
pictures should be destroyed. He 
was recognized as Bishop Arthur W. 
Brooks of Queens. He waited to see 
the district attorney. 
District Attorney Foley was asked 


today concerning a report that Col- 
onel Lindbergh, when he viewed the 
prisoner for ten minutes last week, 
had partially identified Hauptmann 
as the "masked lookout" who ap- 
proached him the night the $50,000 
ransom was paid.

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THE INDIVIDUAL'S DUTY ON RELIEF 


T 


HE generally accepted principle that :t is the duty'of local 


communities to carry the primary burden of relief was em- 


phasized last week at the White House Conference for the Mob- 
ilization of Human Needs. This organization includes the Com- 
munity Chests and the Welfare Federations throughout the 
country,' and the gathering in Washington, hea'ded by Newton 
D. Baker, was for the purpose of stimulating the various drives 
soon lo be inaugurated in most communities. 


The President in his brief address pointed out that it should 


be regarded as a privilege rather than a duty for the individual 
American to bear a share in relief. This is indubitably true. Un- 
fortunately the prodigal manner in which the Government has 
been spending money has had a tendancy to check the good im- 
pulses of many who formerly contributed to these community 
chests. The sentiment has come to be, "Let the Government do 
it. 
It's spending billions, anyway." Yet it is obvious that State 


and National Treasuries can not continue forever doing the 
greater part of the relief work. 


Destitution must be relieved. 
The first help should come 


from individuals and after that from communities, with State and 
Nation supplementing their efforts. 
In the meantime the meet- 


ing in Washington is notice that we must not lag in the efforts 
far our own Community Chest campaign starting today. 


REGRETTABLE 


Americans generally, we believe, will regret the bickerings that 


marked the latest America's cup race. 


Although yacht racing, because of its costliness and the fact that 


only, a comparatively small part of the public is enabled to view it, lacks 
the popularity that attaches to many other sports, the contests for the 
America's cup have come to hold wide and genuine interest among 
Americans. This is due in no small measure .to the good sportsmanship 
that has, on both sides, featured the contests. 


The late Sir John Lipton, who met repeated failure in his efforts 


to take the trophy back to England, typified almost the ideal in good 
sportsmanship. It was no secret that in tne last races in which he par- 
ticipated a large number of Americans really hoped he would be the 
victor. 


The latest contest was the first in which more than one protest 


had been heard. 
Three were registered in two of the races. 
Thomas 


O. M. Sopwith, owner of the challenger, appears to have been a little 
untactful in voicing his disappointment over the rulings of the race com- 
mittee which held against him. This he attempted to correct later In a 
statement asserting that "we take home with us to England a very pleas- 
ant recollection of the sporting attitude of the American public," and 
making it clear that any criticism he had was directed only at the race 
committee. 


Americans will hope that his first experience as a contender for 


the famous "old mug" will not cause abandonment of these contests. 
They, of course, arc pleased with the victory of the American contender 
but are fully mindful of the merits of the challenger and of Its crew. 
Mr. Sopwith may have been a little too sensitive in feeling that he was 
mistreated by the race committee, but this will be overlooked, we believe, 
and he still will be regarded as a man whose good sportsmanship made 
him a worth contender for the cup. 


CHANCE AS DETECTIVE 


How often chance plays the leading role in detective -work is Il- 


lustrated in the arrest of the suspected chief figure in the Lindbergh kid- 
naping and murder. 


The nation's best detective minds—federal, state and local—had 


been at work on the Lindbergh case for more than two years. Practical- 
minded sleuths had run down Innumerable clews. Others had exercised 
their faculties of deduction on one of the most puzzling crime mysteries 
In decades. Several suspects had been arrested at one time or another 
only to be released for the lack of sufficient evidence to connect them 
with the kidnaping. 


Then came the break, not through what can be properly termed 


shrewd detective work but in a prosaic manner such as might occur in 
mny case. The taking of the serial number of the gold certificates used 
by Colonel Lindbergh in paying the $50,000 ransom handed over to the 
supposed kidnapers was a routine procedure, but, if Hauptmann proves 
to be the actual kidnaper or if his arrest leads to the final solution of 
the mystery, It will have proved to be the vital factor in the Investiga- 
tion. It did not offer great promise at first. 
T-', soon became a pub- 


lic matter that the serial numbers had been taken, which placed the 
kidnapers on guard in connection with spending any of the ransom 
money. Several of the bills however, eventually were found, but the task 
of tracing the passers proved nn impossible one to the nation's master 
detective minds. 


Then, almost out of a clear sky, came the Incident at the New York

Chance, nevertheless, 
teems to have been the nemesis in the case of the German carpenter 
who now stands charged with the murder of the Lindbergh baby.

INDIVIDUAL'S DUTY ON RELIEF 


THE generallv accepted principle thai :t is the duty'of local 
1 
communities to carry the primary burden of relief was em- 


phasized last week at the White House Conference for the Mob- 
ilization of Human Needs. This organization includes the Com- 
munity Chests and the Welfare Federations throughout the 
country; and the gathering in Washington, headed by Newton 
D. Baker, was for the purpose of stimulating the various drives 
soon to be inaugurated in most communities. 


The President in his brief address pointed out that it should 


be regarded as a privilege rather than a duty for the individual 
American to bear a share in relief. This is indubitably true. Un- 
fortunately the prodigal manner in which the Government has 
been spending money has had a tendancy to check the good im- 
pulses of many who formerly contributed to these community 
chests. The sentiment has come to be, "Let the Government do 
it. 
It's spending billions, anyway." Yet it is obvious that State 


and National Treasuries can not continue forever doing the 
greater part of the relief work. 


Destitution must be relieved. 
The first help should come 


from individuals and after that from communities, with State and 
Nation supplementing their efforts. 
In the meantime the meet- 


ing in Washington is notice that we must not lag in the efforts 
for our own Community Chest campaign starting today.

CHANCE AS DETECTIVE 


How often chance plays the leading role in detective -work is il- 


lustrated in the arrest of the suspected chief figure in the Lindbergh kid- 
naping and murder. 


The nation's best detective minds—federal, state and local—had 


been at work, on the Lindbergh case for more than two years. Practical- 
ininded sleuths had run down innumerable clews. Others had exercised 
their faculties of deduction on one of the most puzzling crime mysteries 
in decades. Several suspects had been arrested at one time or another 
only to be released for the lack of sufficient evidence to connect them 
with the kidnaping. 


Then came the break, not through what can be properly termed 


shrewd detective work but in a prosaic manner such as might occur in 
any case. The taking of the serial number of the gold certificates used 
by Colonel Lindbergh in paying the $50,000 ransom handed over to the 
supposed kidnapers was a routine procedure, but, if Hauptmann proves 
to be the actual kidnaper or if his arrest leads to the final solution of 
the mystery, it will have proved to be the vital factor in the investiga- 
tion. It did not offer great promise at first. 
7.'; soon became a pub- 


lic matter that the serial numbers had been taken, which placed the 
kidnapers on guard in connection with spending any of the ransom 
money.

.sieving the case, they had refused to give up and remained as vigilant 
as in the early days of the investigation. This vigilance was an im- 
portant element in what may prove to be the answer to the question 
that had puzzled them for more than two years. Chance, nevertheless, 
seems to have been the nemesis in the case of the German carpenter

ACCOMPLICES ARE

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—New 


Jersey officials moved swiftly to- 
day to add the final links to the 
chain of sequences in the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping 
case> which 
reached a climax with the arrest 
here of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, Bronx carpenter. 
According to reliable information 


received 
by International 
News 


Service, proof "definite and irrefu- 
table" that Hauptmann was in the 
vicinity of the Lindbergh home in 
Hopewell, N. J., the day the notec 
aviator's son was stolen from his 
crib, will be made public by New 
Jersey authorities today. 
This evidence, if it is forthcoming 


will clear away the last barrier tc 
the prompt extradition and trial o] 
Hauptmann on a first degree mur- 
der charge. 


New Evidence 


According to Assistant Attorney 


General Joseph Lannlgan, the new 
evidence assures the Jersey authori- 
ties of an "airtight" case againsl 
Hauptmann. 


When questioned, Lannigan de- 


clined to divulge the nature of the 
new discovery, other than to say it 
was unearthed in New Jersey, indi-

Wffl Clear Way 
For Extradition 


Report New Development 
Puts Hauptmann Near 
Hopewell On Day 
Of Crime 


ACCOMPLICES ARE 
NOW BEING SOUGHT 


(International News Service) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 
1.—New 
Jersey officials moved swiftly to­ 
day to add the final links to the 
chain of sequences in the Lind­ 
bergh 
kidnaping case, which 
reached a climax with the arrest 
here of Bruno Richard Haupt­ 
mann, Bronx carpenter. 
According to reliable information 
received 
by 
International 
News 
Service, proof “definite and irrefu­ 
table” that Hauptmann was in the 
vicinity of the Lindbergh home in 
Hopewell, N. J., the day the noted 
aviator’s son was stolen from his 
crib, will be made public by New 
Jersey authorities today. 
This evidence, if it is forthcoming, 
will clear away the last barrier to 
the prompt extradition and trial of 
Hauptmann on a first degree mur­ 
der charge. 
New Evidence 
According to Assistant Attorney 
General Joseph Lannigan, the new 
evidence assures the Jersey authori­ 
ties of an “airtight” case against 
Hauptmann. 
When questioned, Lannigan de­ 
clined to divulge the nature of the 
new discovery, other than to say it 
was unearthed in New Jersey, indi­ 
cating 
that 
New 
Jersey 
police 
played a lone hand in some phases 
of the investigation. New York au­ 
thorities professed to be in igno­ 
rance of any impending develop­ 
ment of importance. 
Department 
of 
Justice 
agents, 
however, made cryptic statements 
which led to the conclusion they 
were aware of the happenings in 
New Jersey. 
They declared last night that de­ 
velopments of 
the preceding 
48 
hours had taken the case “com­ 
pletely out of the circumstantial 
category”. 
The government officers followed 
this with the statement they were 
searching for accomplices, although 
Lannigan, who has become one of 
the leading figures in the probe, 
professed to know nothing of the 
identification 
of 
anyone 
except 
Hauptmann. 
Two Possibilities 
Two possibilities presented them­ 
selves in connection with the new 
evidence promised by Lannigan. 
One was that witnesses have been 
located who saw Hauptmann in 
Hopewell near the Lindbergh man­ 
sion. 
The other was that police 
have discovered the house in which 
it is now believed Hauptmann in­ 
tended to hold the child a prisoner 
pending the outcome of ransom ne­ 
gotiations. 
Lannigan definitely declared that 
the kidnaper never intended to 
murder the child immediately. 
He 
said that investigators never held 
that theory and that all evidence 
indicated that the child was acci­ 
dentally killed. But because the fly­ 
er’s son died in the commission of a 
crime the kidnapers are murderers 
in the eyes of the law. 
The assistant 
attorney general 
hinted that some authorities now 
feel that more than one person was 
involved in the case after the Lind­ 
bergh’s first born was snatched 
from his nursery bed. 
Meanwhile Department of Justice 
agents announced that five of the 


ransom bills nave been put into cir­ 
culation since the Bronx carpenter’s 
arrest. 
And still further corroboration 
was found in reports that mystery 
witnesses in the Bronx had given 
the authorities names and address­ 
es of persons they believe were 
Hauptmann’s confederates in the 
case. At least one woman has been 
in constant touch with District At­ 
torney Samuel Foley and his aides, 
and Foley did not deny that she was 
a key witness. 
It was reported that Col. Lind­ 
bergh himself had given positive 
proof that irrre than Hauptmann 
were implicated in the abduction 
and killing of his child. Those re­ 
ports were based on announcement 
that Lindbergh had indicated the 
Bronx carpenter was one of those 
involved in the collection of the 
ransom money. 
This was denied by Lannigan, 
however.

If we try to 
do so, even though we may have the 
power of Yuan Shih-Kai or a bar­ 
baric, cruel army like Chang Hsun’s, 
we will still fail to last.”

PITTSBURGH,, Oct. 1.—Pennsyl- 
vania's supreme court today -was 
called upon to decide whether an 
automobile passenger who unknow- 
ingly diverts a driver's attention by 
reading from a paper in his pres- 
ence is euilty of contributory negli- 
gence in an accident resulting from 
the distraction. 


The question was presented in the 
appeal of W. J. Campbell and his 
wife, Sarah, B. Campbell, of New 
Castle, whose claim for $25,000 dam- 
ages against their granddaughter, 
Nellie Humphrey, New Castle, was 
lost in Lawrence county common 
pleas court. 


Mrs. Campbell was injured on 
September 2, 1930, when a car 
driven by Miss Humphrey, now de- 
ceased, crashed into a pole at Sli- 
pery Rock. Testimony during the 
trial disclosed that the Humphrey 
girl -•withdrew her attention from 
the road to glance at papers held 
by her grandmother, riding at her 
side. 


W, Walter 
Braham, appellant 
counsel, argued before the high 
court today that there was Insuf- 
ficient evidence to warrant the Jury 
finding Mrs. Campbell negligent be- 
cause she unwittingly interferred 
with the operation of the car. He 
insisted the girl's attention was 
brought to the paper without the 
knowledge at the time of his client..

Now Effective 


Government Regulation Of 


Speculation, Is Now 


Being Tried

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—The ex- 


periment into government regula- 
tion of speculative stock transac- 
tions became effective today. 


Owing to the fact that many of 


the regulations of the securities ex- 
change commission, headed by Jos- 
eph F. Kennedy, have not been 
promulgated, little change Is antic- 
ipated in the operation of the vari- 
ous exchanges. 
Today ten securities were refused 


registration or unlisted trading priv- 
ileges on any of the exchanges reg- 
istered with the commission. 
These ten issues Include the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Corp. 
a $8,000,000 issue, and several oth- 
ers, on which the commission has 
ordered hearings. Brokers are de- 
nied the right to use these ten 1s- 
sus as collateral for loans or pur- 
chase of other securities. 
The commissioner's only explana- 


tion was that it acted "in the pub- 
lic Interest and for the protection 
of Investors." 
The most important features of 


the law made effective today Is that 
prohibiting manipulation of stock 
prices by artificial means. 
'This, as are certain other provi- 


sions of the law, is aimed ot pro- 
tecting the public from unscrupu- 
lous operators. Following extensive 
hearings before the senate banking 
and currency committees the secur- 
ities exchange act was enacted prin- 
cipally; as a result of the stock fiasco 
In 1929 that cost amateur traders, 
as well as professionals, llterafiy bil- 
lions of .dollars in the greatest mar- 
ket crash the world has even known. 


Twenty five exchanges are now 
registered by the commission for 
immediate operation while 12 others 
were granted exemption until hear- 
ings can be conducted, perhaps with 
in 60 days. Very few stocks are ex- 
cluded. 
In the effort to protect the public 


law requires that before stocks may 
go on the market for trading it must 
be established to the satisfaction of 
the commission-that they are back- 
ed by sound collateral.

ipated in the operation of the vari­ 
ous exchanges. 
Today ten securities were refused 
registration or unlisted trading priv­ 
ileges on any of the exchanges reg­ 
istered with the commission. 
These 
ten 
issues 
include 
the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Corp. 
a $8,000,000 issue, and several oth­ 
ers, on which the commission has 
ordered hearings. Brokers are de­ 
nied the right to use these ten is­ 
sus as collateral for loans or pur­ 
chase of other securities. 
The commissioner’s only explana­ 
tion was that it acted “in the pub­ 
lic interest and for the protection 
of investors.” 
The most important features of 
the law made effective today is that 
prohibiting manipulation of stock 
prices by artificial means. 
This, as are certain other provi­ 
sions of the law, is aimed at pro­ 
tecting the public from unscrupu­ 
lous operators. Following extensive 
hearings before the senate banking 
and currency committees the secur­ 
ities exchange act was enacted prin­ 
cipally as a result of the stock fiasco 
in 1929 that cost amateur traders, 
as well as professionals, literally bil­ 
lions of dollars in the greatest mar­ 
ket crash the world has even known.

crib, will be made public by New 
Jersey authorities today. 
This evidence, if it is forthcoming, 


will clear away the last barrier to 
the prompt extradition and trial of 
Hauptmann on a first degree mur- 
der charge. 


New Evidence 


According to Assistant Attorney 


General Joseph Lannigan, the new 
evidence assures the Jersey authori- 
ties of an "airtight" case against 
Hauptmann. 


When questioned, Lannigan de- 


clined to divulge the nature of the 
new discovery, other than to say it 
was unearthed in New Jersey, indi- 
cating that 
New Jersey 
police 


played a lone hand in some phases 
of the investiuation. New York au- 
thorities professed to be in igno- 
r?jice of any impending develop- 
ment of importance. . 


Department

Two Possibilities 


Two possibilities presented them- 


selves in connection with the new 
evidence promised by Lannigan. 


One was that witnesses have been 


located who saw Hauptmann in 
Hopewell near the Lindbergh man- 
sion. 
The other was .that police 
have discovered the house in which 
it is now believed Haiiptmann in- 
tended to hold the child a prisoner 
pending the outcome of ransom ne- 
gotiations. 
Lannigan ciefinitely declared that 
the kidnape- never intended to 
murder the child immediately. 
He 
said that investigators never held 
that theory and that all evidence 
indicated thi;t the child was acci- 
dentally killed. But because the fly- 
er's son died in the commission of a 
crime the kidnapers are murderers 
in the eyes of the law. 
The assistant attorney general 
hinted that some authorities now 
feel that more than one pe-son was 
involved in the case after the Lind- 
bergh's first born was snatched 
from his nursery bed. 


Meanwhile Etepartment of Justice 
agents announced that five of the 


ransom bills -nave been put into cir- 
culation since the Bronx carpenter's 
arrest.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—The ex- 
periment into government regula- 
tion of speculative stock transac- 
tions became effective today 


Owing to the fact that many of 


the regulations of the securities ex- 
change commission, headed by Jos- 
eph P. Kennedy, have not been 
promulgated, little change is antic- 
ipated in the operation of the vari- 
ous exchanges. 


Today ten securities were refused 


registration or unlisted trading priv- 
ileges on any of the exchanges reg- 
istered with the commission. 


These ten issues Include the 


Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit Corp 
a $8,000,000 issue, and several oth- 
ers, on which the commission has 
ordered hearings. Brokers are de- 
nied the right to use these ten 1s- 
sus as collateral for loans or pur- 
chase of other securities. 


The commissioner's only explana- 


He tion was that it acted "in the pub- 
was "o interest and for the protection 
of investors." 


The most important features of 
the law made effective today is that 
prohibiting manipulation of stock 
prices by artificial means. 


This, as are certain other provi- 


sions of the law, is aimed at pro- 
tecting the public from unscrupu- 
lous operators. Following extensive 
hearings before the senate banking 
and currency committees the secur- 
ities exchange act was enacted prin- 
cipally as a result of the stock fiasco 
in 1929 that cost amateur traders, 
as well as professionals, literaHy bil- 
lions of ..dollars in the greatest mar- 
ket crash the world has even known.

NEW YORK. Oct. 1.—Wall street 


expressed disappointment over Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's radio speech by 
selling stocks today. Losses In the 
pivotal leaders ran from fractions 
to more than 2 points, and 
while 


trading was not heavy, the trend 
appeared to be definitely downward. 


The onset of liquidation also coin- 


cided with the assumption of stock 
exchange control by far the v/eakest 
group In the market. Atchison, New 
York Central, 
Lackawanna, 
and 


Southern Railway bore the brunt of 
the liquidation and suffered losses 
running to 2 points. The selling here 
was due tn part apparently to the 
request by 15 state railroad commis- 
sions that the Interstate commerce 
commission refuse to. raise freight 
rates on wheat and other grains. 


Industrial shares were also in con- 


siderable supply with United States 
Steel, Wcstinghouse, General Elec- 
tric and other Issues representing the 
heavy Industries dipping more than 
a point in most Instances. 


General Motors and Chrysler were 


the weak spots In the motor group 
dropping more than a point each. 


National Biscuit was an Individual 


weak spot sinking more than a point 
to a new low for the year. Utilities 
were moderately reactionary.
